The Beet Sugar Industry. 


The Ontario Béet Sugar Association 
is holding a convention in Toronto, and 
is seeking aid by way of bonus both 
from the Provincial and Dominion Gov- 
ernment. Hon. Mr, Ross, Premier of 
Ontario, in a recent speech at Barrie, 
intimated that assistance might be giv- 
en. At the samo time he stated that 
the growth of sugar beets is profitable 
without a bounty. He states that the 
experiments carried on during the past 


yoar prove that the soil of this Province 
grows beets containing more saccharine 
matter than the soil of the United States 
or Germany; another illustration, he 
remarks, of the great wealth with which 
a beneficent Creator has endowed us, 
The average profit on an acre of beets, 


he says, is $20 an acre above the aver- 


age profit on an acre of wheat, oats or 
barley. In this statement he is largely 
sustained by Professor Shuttleworth, 
who places the average yield at 15 tons 
per acre, and the price at the factory at 
not less than $4 per ton, making the 
actual net profit over cost of labor over 
$80 per ton. His report bears evidence 
of careful preparation, and if accurate, 
proves conclusively that no bounty is 
required to make beet sugar growing 
highly profitable. It certainly proves 
that it would be hardly justifiable to 
follow the course Mr. Ross proposes, 
and tax the growers of wheat, barley, 
or oats to provide bounties for those 
who, as things stand, can make $20 per

Wu Ting Fung, Chinese minister to 
the United States, is a man of ability, 
whose mastery of the English language 
enables him to place the Chinese view of 
the situation in the Par Hast before the 
world in a clear, intelligible manner. 
In a contribution he has made to the 
‘ Annals of the American Academy’ he 
gives the view taken by his countrymen 
of the white people who have gone 
among them. His statements appear to 
be candid and sincere, and are certainly 
deserving of earnest attention. Down 
to a recent date, he says, the Chinese 
had no objection to foreigners entering 
their eountry. Strangers, usually trav- 
ellers and merchants, adopted the dress 
and manners of the country, gave no 
offence, and were welcome when they 
could teach the people some new art or 
method. As regards the Christian 
missionaries, he says the charge that 
they were the cause of the late troubles 
and of the change of féeling towards 
Europeans is untrue. Indeed, he pays 
a high tribute to the good work done by 
many missionaries in translating educa- 
tional books into Chinese and publishing 
scientific journals. He also praises 
them for their efforts in giving aid in 
time of famine, and says it would be 
difficult to estimate the good done by 
Christian men and women among the 
people. All missionaries, however, 
where not equally blameless. He refers 
to bishops and other clergyman who in- 
terfered in judicial proceedings between 
their converts and other Chinamen, 
This caused much trouble and ill will. 
Want of tact and disregard of popular 
prejudices have also, he says, given an 
impetus to the anti-foregn agitation, 
though greatly magnified by the leaders 
of the anti-foreigner uprising. But the

The Cheese Industry.

The cheese industry has now arrived 
at a stage which places it as one of the 
leading industries of our people, and 
brings returns each year of many mil- 
lions of dollars to the farmers of Cana 
da. In this county the cheese factory 
has been a very large source of revenue 
to the farming community, and any- 
thing that would injure the value of the 
cheese would be severely felt by the 
f It is well therefore that at- 
tention should be given to the words of 
warning uttered at the recent meetings 
of the Dairy Associations, both east and 
west, where leading dairymen frankly 
stated that if Canada was to maintain 
her position as leading the world in the 
manufacture of cheese more care must 
be taken to furnish pure milk, free from 
all taints. It appears that last season 
there were numerous complaints of 
cheese reaching the British markets 
‘ off flavor,’’ and it is stated that a prin- 
tipal reason of this is the unclean prac- 
tice of many farmers drawing whey 
back from: the factory in the, milk cans. 
Mr. Thos. Watkins, a leading cheese 
buyer in this district, writes in refer 
to this matter :— 

‘T very much regret that it has be- 
come an absolute necessity to warn and 
protest against what has been done by 
some factories during the past season, 
namely, drawing whey back in miik 
cans, and during the season we have 
seen the terrible effects wrought by this 
pen veyed and pound-foolish business.

“Wor God’s Sake Get Me a 
Place to Die In” 


These words were uttered a few weeks 
ago by a poor fellow as he lay on his 
death-bed in # hotel at Gravenhurst. 
A week before he had travelled a whole 
day to reach the Sanatorium, but on 
medical examination it was found that 
the disease (consumption) was too far 
advanced to admit him. He tried to 
get board in Gravenhurst and finally 
after repeated failures, secured admis: 
sion to one of the hotels. He soon be- 
came worse and the resident physician 
of the Sanatorium was called in. When 
it became known that he had consump-, 
tion, it was found impossible to get at- 
tendants to wait on him through fear of 
contagion. The hostler of the hotel was 
asked to help and on his refusal he was 
offered $1.00 a day extra, but preferred 
to give up his position rather than ex- 
pose himself, as he thought, to the 
danger of infection from the patient, 
The physician from the Sanatorium 
had to perform the duties of nurse and 
maid as well as his own. When the 
poor fellow found that the management 
ofthe hotel wished to get him ont he 
begyed the doctor for God’s sake to get

The statement of the finances of Can- 
ada for the seven months of the fiscal 
year down to the end of January shows 
a revenue of $29,864,299, and expendi- 
ture of $24,167,157, or a net surplus to 
date of $5,697,142. The revenue shows 
an increase over the same period last 
year of $1,018,859, and the expenditure 
of $1,771.104. The expenditure on cap- 
ital account is $5,658,659, an increase of 
$602,668, due to outlay on the South 
African contingents, and to increased 
payments in the form of railway sub; 


sidies.

A bill has been introduced into the 
State Legislature of Oregon’ making it 
a misdemeanor for any person to treat 
another to drink in any saloon or other 
public place where liquor is sold. The 
penalty on conviction is fixed at a fine 
of not less than ten dollars or more than 
fifty, or imprisonment for not less than 
five days or more than twenty-five. 
The perils attending the treating cus- 
tom have often been exposed, but men 
cling to it because it is an easy way of 
dispensing hospitality and establishing 
or perpetuating .social relationships. 
The custom is inveterate among al) 
classes, and is so bound up with public 
bar-room habits in the United States 
and Canada that the one can hardly be 
abolished while the other remains.— 
Witness. 


The last century gave the world the 
great advantage of wire telegraphs, 
telephones and ocean cables. It looks 
as though the new century will give 
all these, and even greater, advantages 
without wires at all, Almost every 
week we read of some new improve- 
ments, or advances, in regard to wire- 
less telegraphs. A German professor 
now states that it will soon be possible 
to transmit hundreds of messages across 
the ocean at one time, by a single wire, 
and thus will such messages become 
greatly cheapened. Similar great re- 
sults will also be produced on land, 
Vessels mildés from shore, or miles apart, 
will be able to communicate easily and 
readily, without wires at all. We need 
scarcely be surprised at any announce- 
ment in the near future in regard to the 
rapid and easy transmission of distant 
news.

Many futile attempts have been made 
to utilize the enormous peat beds which 
exist in this and other provinces of the 
Dominion, for fuel purposes. The re- 
port of the United States consul at 
Berne, just published in Washington, 
says that a workman, named Montag, 
of Mannheim, Germany, is reported to 
have invented a process by which peat 
can be made into fuel at a cost of about 
twenty-five cents per two hundred and 
twenty pounds. The new product burns 
with a bright flame, gives great heat, 
leaves no slag and only a small quan- 
tity of white ash. ‘lempting offers have 
been made to the inyentor for the secret 
of his process, and it is said a company 
has been formed with means to turn 
out sixty tons per day. The peat 
thoroughly dried, ground by a machine, 
mixed with certain chemicals, pressed 
into brick shape and is then ready for 
use If such a process is applicable to 
our peat it might help to emancipate us 
from the coal monopolists of Pennsyl- 
| vania.— Witness.

All the 
large cities, of course, will have their 
statue of the Queen, but this will not 
be a national undertaking. : 

We can, however, have the ‘‘ Victoria 
Hospital”? under the auspices of the 
National Sanitarium Association, and 
this might be built by contributions 
from all over Canada. Every village 
and town could send to it consumptive 
patients and thus benefit by a memorial 
to the Queen, to which they have con- 
tributed, 

Humanity demands that something 
should be done; self-protection against 
the danger of contagion demands that 
something be done; but the very doing 
of this by exciting dread of the disease 
makes it more difficult for its hopeless 
victims to receive the attention neces- 
sary to enable them to die in peace, 

For God’s sake, get me a place to die, 
is a call that should be no longer left 
unanswered, Your dollar will help to 
answer it. 

Contributions are already coming in 
for this much-needed undertaking.

During the year 1898 we had a mem- 
bership of 58. We collected from each 
of those members the usual fee of $1.00. 
The Goyernment of Ontario very gen- 
erously assisted us by a handsome 
grant of $75.00, making the total re- 
ceipts for the year $128.00. :

A Memorial Service in San 
Francisco. 


The following is an extract from a 
letter written by a sister of Mrs. Ruth- 
erford, living in Alameda, Cal., to her 
mother and sister here, recently receiv- 
ed. It gives an interesting account of a 
Memorial Service for the late Queen 
Victoria, held at San Francisco on Sat- 
urday, Feb. 2nd,—the day the funeral 
took place at London, England :— 


I had the treat of a life time on Satur- 


the Mechanic’s Pavilion in the city. 
had no expectation of going because it 
was, very hard to get tickets. There 
were ten thousand cards issued, and 
thousands of people were refused. The 
British American Union got up the 
service, and of course the friends of the 
members got cards first. ‘There was no 
admission fee. As it happened I hada 
‘friend at court” and did not know it. 
Well, not only had we cards of .admis- 
sion, but we had reserved seat tickets 
so that we were in clover. The crowd 
was immense. After the ten thousand 
seats were filled by the people who had 
cards, the doors were thrown open to 
the general public, and nearly a thou- 
sand people were standing. It is an 
immense building with a gallery run- 
ning all around. ‘The gallery was 
draped round the whole way with black 
with a white border,jand at intervals 
of about ten feet there were wreaths 
tied with purple ribbon. Behind the 
platform was all a purple background 
with black drapery over and at each 
side of it. The drapery 
fringe and over the whole was a large 
black crown with white ornaments. In 
the centre of the purple was a shield of 
green with a crown of gold done on it 
with yellow flowers, and underneath 
were the words VICTORIA RI: MEM- 
ORAE SUAE PAX. At each side of 
the shield was a large flag, on one side 
the Union Jack and on the other Old 
Glory. At the top at each side was a 
shield, one the British and the other the 
American, and draped about the shields 
were eight small flags, four of each na- 
tion. On the platform right in front of 
this were chairs for the officiating clergy 
and all the celebrities who were present. 
At each side of the platform wasa large 
floral cross about five feet high. On 
one was a white ribbon with the words 
‘““Simply to Thy cross I cling,” on the 
other a purple ribbon with the words 
‘“Peace, Peace, Peace.” Then at the 
edge of the platform at each side were 
black flag poles with flags of the two 
nations heavily drapedin black. Every 
window. and there are hundreds in the 
pavilion, was darkened by some black 
stuff, either cloth or paper, and although 
the sun was shining brightly at the 
time of the service, the building was 
dimly lighthed with gas, and that made 
the service all the more impressive. At 
the left of the platform seats were re- 
served for the little midshipmen off all 
the British merchant marines in har- 
bour. They marched from the wharf 
in a body, and at the right of the plat- 
form seats were reserved for the city 
council. Right in front of the platform 
was a choir of four hundred voices, and 
an orchestra of forty pieces, led by doc- 
tors of music in their robes. The ser- 
vice began by two pipers in full High- 
land costume marching in playing a 
coronach. Following them were all 
the platform dignitaries. First came 
two British soldiers, heroes of the South 
African war. Next came two little girls, 
one who was born on the Queen’s birth- 
day dressed in Highland costume, and 
the other born on George Washington’s 
birthday, dressed in stars and stripes. 
Then came the consular body, the 
Turkish consul with his red fez, the 
Prussian, and so on to the end; the 
local clergy of every dénomination ; 
representatives of the army and navy; 
the Mayor and other city officials, and 
officers of the Union. It was quite an 
imposing spectacle, as they were all 
dressed in their regalia, Assoonas the 
platform contingent were all seated the 
pipers stopped playing, and the little 
girls, assisted by the soldiers, raised the 
flags to half mast. The little girl born 
on the Queen’s birthday raised the 
British flag, and the other the Ameri- 
can. Then they each hung a wreath on 
the pole, and the regular burial service 
began by the orchestra playing Mendel- 
ssohn’s funeral march. The service 
was very impressive and beautiful. The 
Anglican Bishop and several other 
clergy read the service. It was inspir- 
ing to hear that immense crowd singing 
those beautiful old hyms, ‘t Nearer, my 
God, to Thee,” ** Rock of Ages,” and 
‘‘ Abide with me.” A quartette sang 
Tennyson’s ‘' Crossing the Bar,” and it 
was beautiful. The burial service was 
concluded by the orchestra playing 
Chopin’s funeral march. ‘Then the 
little girls lowered the flags, the soldiers 
cut off the black drapery, the flags were 
run up to the tops of the masts, and the 
audience rose and sang ‘* God save the 
King.”

~ In the diary of that remarkable man, 
General Patrick Gordon, who left Scot 
land in 1651 a poor, unfriended wau- 
derer and when he died in 1699 had his
